How Nature Adapts Food to Man 
and Man to Food. 


Why People Can Eat Bread at Every 
eal Without Getting Tired of It. 
he Fruite of the Burning Tropics 

and the Fats of the Frozen Arctic. 


Modern science has shown that na- 
ture provides food for mankind with 
Marvelous care and foresight. The hu- 
man system requires a certain amount 
of proteid daily to replace wornout 
muscle and tissue. Fish and meat sup- 
ply this in large quantities. In hot 
climates, however, these spoil so quick- 
ly that their use is limited. Nature, 
as if to compensate for this, bas given 
to certain tropical fruits a much larger 
quantity of proteid than northern fruits 
contain, Thus government analysis 
shows that figs have Ove ynits or calo- 
ries to the ounce, dates two and five: 
tenths and bananas one and five-tenths. 
Apples bave five-tenths, peaches nine- 
tenths and pears seven-tenths, Prob- 
ably the Ogs and dates tested had lost 
part of their moleture, and some allow- 
ance should be made for this, 

The Arab can, therefore, maintain his 
vigor on a diet chiefly plucked from 
trees, Henry M, Stanley and bis white 
companions subsisted almost entirely 
on banana flour for two years In the 
African jongle. Their freedom from 
disease was in part attributed to the 
wholesomeness of this diet. The dried 
banana contains 20 per cent of proteid, 
about double that of ordipary wheat 
flour, 

At the opening of the mango season 
in Jamaica many of the natives prac- 
tleally ilve on this fruit for two or 
three weeks. They fairly revel in it, 
An Evgilshman who was familiar with 
the science of diet could not under. 
stand how they could not only main- 
tain their bealth on this fare, but 
actually grow sleek and fat, He knéw 
that av effort to live on the fruits of 
bis native country would result in 
weakness, sickness and eventual death. 
Chemical analysia showed, however, 
| that the mango contalned enough pro- 
| teid to supply the bodily needa, 

if vature bas been thus kind tp 
adapting food to man's uses, she bas 

| been equally #o ln adapting man to his 
if You may bave wondered why 
| people can eat bread at every meal 
without tiring of It. The difficulty of 
eating ove quall a day for thirty days 
is well known, Even such delicacies aa 
asparagps aod strawberries cause av 
aversion when served too frequently, 
Nature sends men a never falling ap- 
petite for cereals Lecaune they are alto- 
gether the most valuable of foods. 
They contain a considerable amount of 
proteld, their ealte are of importance 
to the organiom, they are readily dl- 
gested when properly cooked, and they 
furvish a great deal of nourishment io 
email bulk, 

‘Thus wheat Sour, cornmeal, oatmeal 
(dry) and rice (dry) bave more than 
100 units to the ounce, Baked potatoes 
bave 32.7 units, cabbage bas 0.2, spin- 
ach 7, asparagus 6.5, apples 18.4, straw- 
berries 11.4, spring chicken 10.5 and 
tenderloin of beef brotied 6.0, If a man 
tried to get even balf of bis nutrition 
from the coarse vegetables, which have 
a considerable indigestible residue, he 
would bave to eat pounds of them 
daily, avd bis stomach would be sadly 
overburdened, Nature gives us the de- 
sire for a varied diet, and science 
sbows that this is altogether the best 
for un 

In the arctic regions there ts little 
) vegetation, Man must lve almost 
wholly on animal foods, Fish and 
meat would not suffice, because they 
contaln only proteids, These would re- 
place worpout muscle and tisene, but 
could not be burned tn the body to 
generate beat and energy, Fata, bow- 
ever, consist of carbon and hydrogen, 

which are the chief components of the 
foods of vegetable ortgin and supply 
the fuel needed by the body. The po 
lar animals bave fat in abundance, but 
tesidents of the temperate and torrid 
Zones can eat it only tn limited quan: 
Uties, To them the mere thought of 
chewing chunks of grease is nause- 
ating. 

The children of the frozen north, 
however, are endowed not only with 
the ability to eat and to digest large 
quantities of fat, but with a keen ap- 
petite for it, One who Ia sensitive to 
such impressions must turn away 
when he sees the natives of southern 
Alaska, the Thiinkits, swallowing seal 
oll favored by salmon berries with the 
gusto of a boy over ice cream, The 

Eskimos, farther north, will eat blub- 
ber, slightly cooked in the dames, to 
an indefinite number of pounds,

AEROPLANES FOR ALL. 


English Balloonist Says They Will 
Cost $500 Each In Ten Years. 
“In less than ten years aeroplanes 
will coat no more than $600," is the 
rediction made by Frank Hedger 
Jutler, the well-known English bal 
loonist, who recently returned to Lon 
don from Le Mans, Prance, where he 
made an ascent in Wilbur Wright's 
aeroplane.

whether bread could not be a source of 
danger, and bis answer was as fol 
lows; “1 don't think so, The tempera 
ture to which the Inside of a loaf ts 
submitted geverally exceeds 140 de. 
grees I’, At this temperature many 
microbes are killed—those of tubercu 
louis, for lustance—but there are much 
hardier germs, such as (hose of anthrax, 
the germs of which are only killed at 
over 224 degrees FY, But anthrax ts 
rare, and it is bardly tkely that a bak- 
er attacked by this terrible malady 
would continue to work once the dis 
ease had declared ttself." Professor 
Metchnikof advises, however, that 
ouly bread which t# well baked, and 
therefore not crumbly, should be eaten 


“FREAK CHECKS.” 


Sir Feliy Schuster Speaks on Danger 
From Forgery. 

Bir Felix Schuster delivered his in- 
augural address as president to the 
Institute of Bankers in London re 
cently, He regretted a tendency 
against writing, Signatures were im- 
pressed with rubber stamps and 
checks were typewritten, 


How, he said, would they’ guard 
against forgery in such cases? He 
doubted whether public companies 


were authorized by their articles to 
sign checks with a rubber stamp, and 
he asked why they should wait to 
take action until some case arose 
which had to be taken into the court. 
He also advocated co-operation as to 
the size of checks, which now seemed 
to vary between that of a newspaper 
and that of a visiting card. 

He could not see the value of a 
check as an advertisement, and did 
not think the clerks who handled 
them would be induced by it to trans 
fer their custom to the offending firm, 
Yet there was no doubt that ip many 
cases checks were intended to be ac 
vertisements, and the name of the 
paying banker was the least conspic- 
uous part of the check, 


These ‘freak checks” occasioned 
not only great inconveniene, but 
loas of time, and the Clearing House 
ought to have power to decide what 


size check it would clear. 

As regarded present business condi: 
tions, a period of abnormal activity 
has been followed by depression and 
stagnation, It was for statesmen to 
consider how far in the endeavor to 
effect social improvement burdens 
could be leid on the industrial com- 
munity, He thought that at present 
they were too much given to depres- 
sion, and ought to look for the silver 
lining.

CANADA'S FIR 


WRITER DESCRIBES LADY GREY 
AND HER PERSONALITY, 


Governor-General’s Wife Has Many 
Hobbies, But All Are Philanthropic 
=—She Is an Enthusiastic Supporter 
of the Work of the Salvation Army 
and Is Deeply Interested In Home 
Industries In Canada, 


Margaret B. Downing, a well-known 
writer, contributes to a number of 
American newspapers a new sketch of 
Lady Grey, wiie of Earl Grey, Can- 
ada’s Governor-General. The sketch 
is written from Ottawa and among 
other things contains the following 

Lady Grey has been accused of pos- 
sessing many hobbies, but they are all 
on the side of philanthropy. Like all 
grande datnes of the older world, she 
takes the duties of her position ser- 
jously. She assumes that the obliga- 
tion to look after the physical and 
moral well-being of those under her is 
part of her lofty situation. Conse- 
quently she has taken up the work, if 
not with the loud flourish of trumpets, 
as did the Countess of Aberdeen, at 
least as systematically and enthusias- 
tically, 

Lord Grey has two hobbies, religion 
revival, notably Salvation Army 
endeavor and temperance reform. 
Lady Grey is just aa enthusiastic. 
though she cannot assume the leader- 
ship of such movements. She makes 
frequent visite to the camps of the 
Booth cohorts and she takes part in 
the exhortations, not in the form of 
set speeches or in the general assem- 
blies, but quietly and personally, as 
it were to a few auditors, She belongs 
to almost every form of municipal or 
charitable association established in 
Canada. Tt is anid of her that she is 
somewhat lax about her social obliga 


tions, but about her philanthropic 
work, never. In this regard she has 
distributed her favors impartially 


among French and Indian Catholics, 
Anglicans, Scotch and Irish Preaby- 
terians, that mysterious sect, the 
Doukhobors, the semi-civilized deni- 
zens of the Pacific ab and fashion- 
able charities of the Ia Canadian 
cities, Toronto, Ottawa, Montreal and 
Quebec. 

Lady Grey has patronized the home 
industries of the Dominion and has 
given an impetus to native produc 
tion. Though in London she ts not- 
ably one of the handsomest-gowned 
women of Mayfrir, in Ottawa she 
finda all she desires among the mo- 
distes and milliners there or in Mont- 
real. Not a garment comes from the 
other side and she employs « small 
army of needlewomen on her lingerie 
and lace, Her gifts to friends In Eng-

The Old Spelling-Match, 
The spelling-match, once the favor 
ite arena of local learning in Canada, 
and the winter entertainment of many 
a countryside, haa almost entirel 
disappeared.

The queer, oddlyshaped houses of 
the muskrats present a peculias ap- 
pearance along the banks of the 
Otonabee river in Peterboro County, 
In practically all the weed beds and 
marshes the muskrate are plentiful, 
and their funny houses, unusually 
high above water, are to be seen along 
the shores, like trusses of hay, They 
almost resemble beehives, exeepting 
that they are roughly finished in the 
exterior with protruding ends of 
rushes and marsh weeds. They are 
rounded on top, the rats gaining en- 
trance from underneath, They are 
well made and warmly lined, In 
these the rats live through the win- 
ter, feeding on what they find ander 
the water, In some of the low-lying 
places whole cities of these queer 
abodes may be seen, and the rats 
should be very plentiful next spring 
when the season opens for their cap- 
ure, 


More Good Indians. 
Ravages of tubsreulosis among the 
Indians of Canada is indicated in the 
annual report of the Indian Affairs 
Department issued a few days ago, 
During the fiscal year ending laat 
March the Indian population number- 
ed 110,000, a decrease of 40.

USEFUL LAUNDRY BAG. 


Drawstring to Greak or Get 
Tangled. 

For a long time the familiar variety 
of laundry bag. done in two colors, 
embroidered and held together at the 
neck by a string, has been an item 
among the holiday gifts, but to spite of 
its prettiness the annoying draw string 
renders it impractical, 

Here is a laundry bag that solves the 
diMcuity, It bas not only the capacity 
for holding many articles of clothing. 
but the easiest possible way of recety- 
ing them, Simply lift one ring from 
the hook by which {t is suspended, and 
the bag Is opened wide, It ta equally 
ready to take in or dump out Its con- 
tents, 

The necessary materials are one and 
@ quarter yards of art t'cking or cre 
tonne, two crocheted rings one Inch tn 
diameter or larger, one and a half 
yards of featherbone and one roll of 
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LAUNDKLY DAO FOR MEN, 


white bias binding one-half inch wide. 
Cut a four inch strip from the entire 
length of the material, Now cut two 
pleces twenty-three inches long and 
twenty-five Inches wide. Round the 
corners on the lower edges, Divide 
the featherbone tv halves and stitch It 
on the underside of each piece ten 
inches, from the top, as represented by 
dotted lines tn the illustration, Frow 
the ends of the featherbone shape to a 
point in the middle of the top, Care 
must be taken to match the pattern 
when the large pocket is stitched on 
the outside, Join the two pleces to- 
gether by stitching each to the four 
inch strip of cloth, with the seams on 
the outside, Find frst the seams and 
last the upper edges, Sew the rings to

BRITAIN’S COAL OUTPUT. 


More Than a Quarter of Million Tons 
Mined In United Kingdom In 1907. 


Tt would seem, judging from last 
year’s output from the mines and 
quarries of the United Kingdom, that 
there is little ground for the fear 
sometimes expressed, that the coal re- 
sources of the country are giving out 
ba le 263,000,000 tons of coal were 
raised to the surface during 1907—the 
highest total hitherto recorded—show- 
ing an inerease of close upon 17,000, 
00 tons on the output of the previour 
year. The total value of this coal 
monnted to the stupendous figure of 
*697 500.000, 

Tt will probably 4 rise mans 
renders to learn that a rter of the 
output of coal in the Snited Kine 
dom is exported to foreign countries 
France, for instance, during 1907 
bought 10.760.000 tons from us, Ger 
many 10,000,000, Italy 8,250,000, Neth 
erlands and Sweden over  3,000,00 
each, while Russia, Spain, Denmark 
Eevnt, and even the Argentine Re 
public purchesed over 2,000,000 tone 
each from ua Even after supplying 
these demands, there waa sufficient 
conl left for home consumption to al- 
low for four tone for every person in 
the United Kingdom, 

Coal representa about 82 per cent 
of the minerals raised, it other min- 
erals, such as clay and shale, lime 
atone, salt, anndstone, and slate, were 
valued at over $40,000,000. Such are 
the valves of products from the bowels 
of the earth.
